BLAINE’S FOREIGN POLICY. 

The last chapter of Blaine’s book sums up 
the foreign relations of the United States in 
a few graphic sentences and presents to the 
reader his latest thoughts on the matter.

New Or.ezans, La., June 3.—[Special.j]—At 
the conference of the health authorities of the 
Gulf States today it was agreed so communi- 
cate to each other any suspicious cases of yel- 
low-fever or cholera, and defining the groups of 
symptoms which will justify said report.

Dr. Holt,e Presi- 
dent of the Louisiana Board, would maintain 
the sovereignty of Lonisiana. His board cared 
for no outside organization and asked no fa- 
vors, They would vote equally against put- 
ting the National Board in any place of author- 
ity or power.

Manitoba and the Government. 

WInnipsre, Man., June 3.—[{Special.}—In the 
House of Assembly today the resolutions re- 
jecting the Dominion Government's terms of 
settiement passed a third reading. Premier 
Norquay then introduced an act providing for 
direct taxation in the province in order to raise 
revenue for provincial purposes. He explained 
that this course was the only one open to the 
Government, and he decided to give the coun- 
try timely notice of the fact. The act passed 
through its first and second readings. The 
Legislature was prorogued at5 o’clock by the 
Lieutenant-Governor. In his closing speech 
he said: “I regret that the conces- 
sions offered by Canada are such 
as would have rendered their acceptance by 
the Legislature an effectual bar to any future 
negotiations which the necessities of the prov
